Nathan Kaufman, president 
of the Commercial Club, stated today 
that a number of the business men 
had discussed the matter with him 
and that it would be taken up by the 
directors of the Commercial organi­ 
zation at their regular weekly lunch­ 
eon tomorrow noon. 
lie ex pressed 
the opinion that due notice ought to 
be taken of the ev ent and that prop­ 
er ceremony should be arranged. 
It 
is probable that a committee will be 
appointed by the directors tomorrow 
to arrange for the ex ercises. 
It is stated 
that the contractors 
who are erecting 
the new building 
ex pect to be ready to set the corner 
stone in about three 
weeks. 
This 
will afford ample time to make prep­ 
arations for the ceremony , but, it i- 
pointed out, arrangements ought to 
begin immediately so there will be no 
occasion to delay this 
part of the 
work. 
It is believ ed by those who 
are interested in the matter that the 
program for 
an 
impressiv e cere­ 
mony can be arranged within a few 
day s after the definite 
decision to 
hold public ex ercises. 
The brick work on the building 1» 
rapidly 
nearing 
completion. 
The 
contractors 
ex pected to 
hav e the 
foundation completed this week but 
on account of 
the 
delay resulting 
from the rain recently this part of 
the work will not be finished before 
Wednesday of nex t week. 
Immedi­ 
ately after the brick work is finished 
the stone m as o n s will begin setting 
the stone and within a few day s af­ 
ter that time the corner stone will be 
set. 
In order to accommodate the spec­ 
tators who will desire to see the cor­ 
ner gtone ceremony it will be neces­ 
sary to lay a temporary floor on at 
least part 
of

foundation ami 
make other arrangements around the 
site of the new 
building 
but it is 
known that the contractors will be 
willing to co-operate with the people 
here in this 
ceremony 
and will do 
their part towards making it a -suc­ 
cess. 
Some of the citizens who are 
taking an activ e interest in the pro­ 
posed ceremony do not believ e that 
it would he 
adv isable 
to arrange

Although the police believ e that 
the practice of driv ing automobiles

Official Notice Given that It is Un­ 


lawful to Throw Trash and De­ 


bris on the Alleys. 


Beginning Monday regular monthly 
inspection of the city will be made 
by the sanitary officer to see that 
garbage is kept in closed water tight 
receptacles as required by the city 
ordinance. 
This method of enforc­ 
ing the city regulations was approv ed 
by the city board of health and May ­ 
or Ross and an official notice to the 
residents is published today . 
The 
ordinance requires that all garbage 
containers be water tight arid that 
the alley » be kept free of all barrels, 
box es, etc., for ashes and refuse. 
The notice calls attention to the 
section 
of 
the 
ordinance 
which 
makes it unlawful for any resident 
to throw rubbish or trash in any al­ 
ley in the city unless such debris is 
to be remov ed, burned or otherwise 
destroy ed within twenty -four hours. 
It further prov ides that the trash 
thrown in the alley s must be remov ed 
or destroy ed at the ex pense of the 
resident. 
It is unlawful to keep gar­ 
bage containers 
in the 
alley s 
or 
streets. 
Such containers must he 
placed on the property of the owner 
so as not to obstruct the alley way .

DOCUMENT HINTS AT WAR 


Declares 
Acts 
of 
America 
Toward 


Mexico Would Justify W a r— Asserts 


That Promises Made by Generals 


Scott and Funston Not Kept. 


Washington, Ju ne 1.—Withdrawal 
by the United States of its forces 
from Mex ico in the interest of con­ 
tinu ed harmony and good relation­ 
ship between the two cou ntries, and 
that it mak e k nown in categorical 
fashion its intentions with resp ect to 
Mex ico, a new note from the Car­ 
ranza gov erment was p resented to 
the state dep artment by Elizeo Ar- 
rendondo, 
Mex ican 
ambassador 
de­ 
signate to the United States. 
In many resp ects the commu nica­ 
tion is one of the sharp est ev er re­ 
ceiv ed by one gov ernment from an­ 
other. 
Althou gh not an u ltimatu m in 
the strict sense of the word, it charges 
that the continu ed p resence of the 
American troop s in Mex ico cannot be 
considered other than u nfriendly , and 
wou ld ju stify the Mex ican gov ern­ 
ment in tak ing step s for the p rotec­ 
tion of its territory , althou gh it is the 
p u rp ose of Mex ico, if p ossible, to 
av oid war with the United States. 
Throu ghou t, the note accu ses the 
American gov ernment of bad faith, 
and charges the p resident with p er­ 
mitting to ex ist a state of affairs that 
is grossly inconsistent with the lat­ 
ter'» rep eated p rotestations of good 
will toward Mex ico. 
It accu ses Gen­ 
erals Scott and Fu nston with hav ing 
p ledged their word in the conferences 
of the border with General Obregon, 
that a new* ex p edition wou ld not be 
sent in p u rsu it of the Glen Sp rings 
raiders, and with hav ing p romised 
that the Pershing ex p edition wou ld 
be withdrawn. 
It discu sses the p os­ 
sibility that the p resident 
may be 


k eep ing the troop s in Mex ico for p oli­ 
tical reasons, bu t challenges the as­ 
su mp tion 
that 
su ch 
considerations 
wou ld ju stify the American gov ern­ 
ment in continu ing to v iolate the sov ­ 
ereignty of Mex ico. 
With regard to the refu sal of the 
United States to p ermit any ship ­ 
ments of arms to the de facto gov ern­ 
ment of Mex ico, the note allu des to 
the tremendou s trade which the Unit­ 
ed States nev ertheless continu es to 
enjoy in selling arms and ammu nition 
to the belligerent forces in Eu rop e. 
The only ex p lanation of su ch incon­ 
sistency , the note observ es, is the 
p ossibility that the United States, 
u nder the p rotest of friendship , is 
actu ally p rep aring for war with Mex ­ 
ico. 
Remark ing on the failu re of the 
| United States p rop erly to aid the Car- 
! ranza gov ernment in its efforts to re­ 
store p eace in Mex ico, the note re­ 
fers to the long p eriod du ring which 
the state dep artment gav e friendly 
encou ragement 
to 
the 
same 
Villa, 
who is resp onsible for the recent 
bandit raids across the border. 
The note, wdiich 
is twenty -sev en 
ty p ewritten 
p ages 
in lengthh, 
was 
p resented p ersonally to Acting Sec­ 
retary Polk . 
It was in Sp anish and 
was signed with the au tograp h signa­ 
tu re of General Agu ilar, secretary for 
foreign affairs in Mex ico.

WINS POSITION 


Germsns Lose Point on Dead 


Man Hill Slope. 


BATTLE RAGES WITH FURY 


Teutons Take Two Advanced Trench­ 


es From French, But Lose One In 


Counter Attack— British Are Busy 


In German East Africa. 


Paris, Ju ne 1.—The French tu rned 
on the Germans on the west bank of 
the Meu se du ring the afternoon and 
in 
a 
sp irited 
assau lt 
occu p ied 
a 
strongly organized fortified German 
p osition on the sou thwest slop e of 
Le Mort Homme, tak ing 
p rison­ 
ers. 
The French assau lt came after a 
night and a day of heav y fighting in 
this region in which the Germans, 
p u rsu ing their renewed offensiv e, had 
been the aggressors. 
Beginning in 
the afternoon a terriflie battle had 
waged on the whole front between 
Le Mort Homme and the Meu se, with 
the 
Germans 
mak ing 
rep eated 
at­ 
tack s. 
Prep arations for these Ger­ 
man assau lts had been in the mak ing 
for two day s, the German batteries 
su rp assing their p rev iou s efforts in 
the nu mber of large caliber shells 
they hu rled into the French p ositions. 
In sp ite of this rain of shells, the 
French 
troop s emerged 
from their 
shelters when the German infantry 
adv anced and drov e them back at 
ev ery p oint. 
Bu t the artillery fire 
had lev elled a first-line French trench 
sou th of the Hois Des Cau rettes, the 
west of Cu mieres, and the French had 
to abandon this trench. 
This was 
the only net gain made by the Ger­ 
mans as the resu lt of the whole series 
of artillery bombardments and in­ 
fantry assau lts. 
Sou th of the v illage of Cu mieres 
the 
Germans 
conv erging 
u p on 
the 
French lines from west and east of 
the v illage, forced the French to fall 
back along the railway for the time 
being in the direction of the Chat- 
tancou rt station, to the east of Chat- 
tancou r v illage, bu t a cou nter-attack 
recov ered the terrain lost and at the 
end of the action the French were 
back in their p ositions on the ou t­ 
sk irts of the v illage. 
In connection with the German at­ 
tack s at this roBB, German detach­ 
ments took 3 U . U.j.< C oi* Cl? fog tO 
mak e their way along the i .. r bank 
to the height at the Chattancou rt.sta­ 
tion, p resu mably there to co-op erate 
with the forces op erating from Cu ­ 
mieres. 
French observ ers discov ered 
the p resence of this detachment on 
the fiank and the French 75 c wip ed 
them ou t. 
The Au stro-Hu ngarian adv ance on 
Italian 
territory 
has been carried 
fu rther in the region of Asiago and 
Arsiero and, according to the official 
statement from Vienna, the Italians 
hav e been driv en from Gallio and the 
heights 
to 
the 
northward. 
Monte 
Baldo and Monte Fiaro hav e been caiv 
tu reu by the Au strians. 
The 
British 
inv asion 
of 
German 
East Africa has been carried fu rther 
into the interior, and one of the Brit 
ish colu mns is now’ confronted with a 
German army which has tak en u p 
strong defensiv e p ositions.

This committee ruled 
that the report of the judiciary com­ 
mittee, recommending

federation. 
Several teachers, it is 
said, will try to force consideration 
of the judieiary committee’s report, 
asserting that the executive commit­ 
tee w as afraid to do otherwise than 
smother it. 
The Fnited Press today obtained 
from John A. Lapp, director of the 
bureau of legislative information, a 
statement concerning the new teach­ 
ers institute law. 
The crux of the 
difficulty between the 
Indianapolis 
teachers and hoard is that the hoard 
refuses to pay the teachers for a t­

institutes, 
though the law provided that they 
shall be paid for attending these in­ 
stitutes “as for one day’s teaching.”
